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The editor recently acquired the Victoria postal 
card of Great Britain pictured above, posted in 
1874, which bears what was described by the seller 
as an experimental punched "arrow" cancellation, 
used at Liverpool. The bottom hole of the design 
is missing on the actual card, but has been added 
to the above photo to show the full cancellation. 
Perhaps one of our members in Great Britain can 
shed further light on this interesting item. 
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
